in 1959 during the World Youth Pestival and AB8ALC0BT/3 «as a 
long tera eontaet of 8It/lO vho sas transferred to 8R/2 vhen his 
travel plans beoaan knavn. At this tiae (I96O) the only spotters 
vere the politioal leadere of VLIK vho really did not anpear orerly 
interested in the entire prograa. 

2. Doring the vinter of 196O-6I a aajor effort vas oade to 
derelop a Lithuaaian spotting net on the Eastem seaboard in the 
hqpe that it vould protoee a nuÉber of REDSKHf leads. Fourteen 
indiyiduals vere ohosen> eontaeted, assessed and reemited for 
this purpoee in the large Sastem oenters of Lithoanian popalation. 
In addition to spotting three I961 BH)6Km trav;ellur8, the net pro- 
vided baokgroand inforoation on other B&DSKIIOIHiS and a variety of 
8Upport-type inforaatiem. Regnlar oontaet vas naiintained through 
nail and telephone ehannels. 

3. During the eoming vinter (196I-62) the eaisting spotting 
assets vill be persónally reeontaeted ai^ reevaloated and additional 
assets vill be reoruited in areas of Lithuanian popolation not as 
yet eovered.

BBBSKHi opeiati^is into Soviet oeoapied Latvla vere greatly 
hampered In 1999 and 1960 beoaoae there vaa no independent epotting 
aeohaniaa in beixig. To elialnate thia sitaation^ aiateen apottera 
vere reeroited and enrganiaed doring late I960 and tbe beginaing of 
1961* The spottera iure vell diatribated geographioally throoghoat 
the entire Onited Statea. Bo RBDSKIB travel leada as aooh have 
been reeeived from the spotters aa yet bat reoontaota by the ease 
offieera bave been aade on a oontinoing baeis. Inoloded in the 
spotting net are Imtding Latvlan eaigre leadera and foor Latvlan 
RBmeDI agenta vho vere previoosly dispatehed from Borope. Theae 
foor individaals nov reaide in the United Statea vhere they are 
serving aa spottera as vell as sabtle proaoters of BSSSKIB travel. 
It is espeeted that the xwt vlll beeome pt*odaOtive of leads pro- 
vlded the present ixxtez*nati(axal sitoatimi does xaot severely liait 
toorist travel to the U8SB. It is eaepeeted tbat <nxe additional 
spotter vill be added to the xxet shoxrtly.

Jone and July. Saperienee has proven tbat a ease offieer loses 
his "sparkle” after four honzv of instruetion 6u>d that the agents 
also tire of hearing the sane voiee. Therefore, a senior ease 
offieer vas assigned the orerall training respoiniibility and he 
ealled upon all the other nsi^rs of SR/S/Baltie for assistaiMe 
in Ieeturing/ snrveÌlIaiMSe and etlMr praetieal problens. Thls 
"tean* approaeh has vorked vell and post nenrtai revlevs revealed 
that the agents vere vell satisfied and felt thenselves vell 
eqiaipped to handle their qperationaI àssignnents. C/SR/2/BaItio 
also served a aost mloable funotion» that of a prestij^ faotor, 
and he n^mally vas in no vay inrolved in the aotuaI training. Be 
appeared folloving the initial oase offieer and psyehologioal assess 
nent and at the final briefing. 

B. AII of the 8R/2/BaItie personnel profited to sone degree fron 
the RHDSKIH training and problens vhieh they oonduoted and obserred 
or in vhioh they partioipated. More than tvo hondred and tventy 
houra ef instrueti<m vere giren during I 96 I.

b) thlrteen page ”PI" report resulted freaa the ABFLAO/^ ^ 
operation and sereral other reports (ineltiding oieBÌIe site 
looatlons) vere reeeired trem other agents and vere pub- 
lished as vell, eren thongh in nid-season C/SR ordered that 
no aore aissile Indieator briefing be given. 

o) a treaendou8 aaount of 01, inelnding doenaent intelligenee, 
resulted froa the operations and is being distributed to 
8R/6. 
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d) Fersomality reporta vere reeelred oo about one handred 
lodivldaals, eeveral of vhoa appear to be vortby of future 
i«eontaet, reasseesMmt, and possihle reoraltaent. Other 
personality rep<Hrts inereased ClA's knovledee of linraORXS7 
and other Coanunist offioials in the Baltio States. 

e) Tirst trarel reports vere reoeived for the first tiSM) froa 
tvo neoíbers of an ABsriean<<!otBaaaist travel group and froB 
a tour leader of a group of eld people froa Boetoa. 

Vhen eooparing the liaited as»uat of knevled ge vhleh SR/S/Baltie 
had reeeived on the Baltie States fron prerioas SBOBOB travellers 
before A^il I96I vith the knovledge vhieh has been obtained in 
the past six nonths, it is erident that the Baltle BBDEKHI season 
had a eertain degree of sueeess. 

n. GPSiAnORAL AHD SB^BlTr fBOEUBe 

A* The Baltie RBÌ3Kni prograan of 1999 snd I960 vere greatly 
haopered by the refusal of the Soriets to grant risas vhleh pernltted 
trarel. Ihe sitoation ehanged in I96I and in faot tvo operations 
(ASBALC0IIT/6 and AnALOOBf/lO) vere not aranted eren thooid^ goriet 
rlsas had been granted* 

B. Althooi^ £: 3 elaiaed she had been surreilled and 

ABBALC0Hl/3 adBÌtted he had been proroked in 1960« none of the 
1961 HBBBdH trarellers, vith tvo ainor exeeptiaas« appears to 
hare had any diff ieulty. This is beeause of tbe striet defensire 
briefings vhieh vere giren as vell m the striet prohibition 
against ntilising "spy eaaara* teehniques and against aaking any 
operational notes* 

e. The only eridenee of unuaual seenrity foree interest this year 
e<»ieerned ABFLAS/eja debrIeH]^by enstosa' offieials in Noseov 
as he esited and AEBALOOiHf/S and 9's ainor brash vith a bloek 
agitatar vhile using a polaroid eaaera (vithoot C.O* approral) in 
a faetory dtstriot in Vilnios. 

D* For the sake of the reeord« it shouId also be reaarked that 
d has been approaohed in the past by the UB and is distantly 

related to the "probable” ISZB agent« Riehaardas VAldAOBI^, eurrently 
a asiaber of the Soriet delegation to the U.H. H vaa 

delariefed in thoroogh fashion upon her return and« althoogh risibly 
ebaken eaotl<maIIy by her rislt to her parents and Sisters« does 
not an>sar to be eonoealing seeret RXK eontaots* The only unusual 
aspeet of her trlp vas that she vas granted a three day rlsa exten> 
sion vhieh enabled her to rielt Moseov prior to esiting the USSR 
and folloving her flfteen df^ riait to Lithiiania* Her exlt point 
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VM also ebanged fr<m l^ningrad to MoaeoVé In splte of tbese 
abnoraalitieSi C iirvBa able to aoeoont for all of ber tÌM 
in Nósoov and does not appear to hare been EGffi-briefed.

B« Hovever, in spite of thMe diffioolties, a nttfliber of Bature 
pimmtTii agents have been dispatohed doring the past year. AU of then 
have bMB fairly fluent in at IsMt one Baltle Ianguags aad bave 
provided GIA vith s<bbs valttable InforBntlon. 

0. 3he oost of the BEB6KIB j^rograa in tems of aoney ($17/000) and 
the tÌBie effort (adjttsted) of five omo offieers appears to have 
bMn varranted vhen the resalts are balanoed agaiMt other fiK/2/BaItie 
aetivity/ e.g., e ^ t vhieh oosts aboat ^ ^ per year and 

involves the fuU tlBie effort of thrM (adjosted) j^lneipal agents 
and tvo <iMe offioers and vh<we "prodttot effeetiveness* it Is iaipos* 
sible to Jadge. Of oourse, there are differenees in objeotives and 
oriteria of effeetiveness involved here (FI and QA probleBi) vhioh are 
too obviotts to mention, yet the oeaaparlson may varrant sooe eonslder* 
atlon.
